Sir; 


In reply to your letter of the 5th inst., relative to the new Ajax Coining Press now in this 
Department I have the honor to state, that this new Press was ordered from the Orr & Hess 
Machine Co. December 5th, 1884, and took the place of a press in good order having seen 
thoroughly repaired and capable of doing all the work required of it. This old press was sent to 
the New Orleans International Exhibition and this Department has no knowledge or record of its 
subsequent disposition. 


The new press was delivered in the latter part of last June and required the services of 
two men during about eight days in July to put it in order for the coinage. 


I enclose herewith copy of letter from the then Coiner to Superintendent dated November 
20th 1884, this letter and order also enclosed on to the best of my knowledge the only papers 
relative to these Presses on file in this Department. The old press was boxed and shipped under 
the Superintendent of Mess. Orr & Hess.
